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LONDON, May 2.—-The Asiatic squadron of the United 
States, Commodore Dewey commanding, Sunday engaged and 
completely defeated the Asiatic squadron of Spain in the harbor 
of Manila, in the Philippine Islands. 

All the news of the great naval battle thus far is coming 
from Spanish sources. This shows conclusively that Manila has 
not. yet been taken by the American forces and that the cable 
lines are still under'the control of Spain. 

Fiiom the fact ‘that even the advices received from Madrid 
show that the American warships fared the best, there is hardly 
any doubt that when complete details are obtainable it will be 
learned that the entire Spanish fleet was destroyed. 

—.. Reports of the battle thus far are coming in piecemeal. Dur- 
ing the two engagements that took place it is known that Commo- 
dore Montejo, commanding the Spanish fleet, lost three of his 
ships. The flagship, the steel cruiser Reina Christina, and the 
armored cruiser Castila were burned and the cruiser Don Juan de

Austria was blown up. 

The latest report from the Admiral given out in Madrid indi- 
“cates that Montejo, seeing his defeat, sunk: every vessel of the 
Spanish fleet to prevent Dewey from a single capture. 
| There was heavy loss of life among the Spanish. Capt. 
Cardarao, commanding the Reina Christina, was killed. Commo- 
dere Montejo, commanding the fleet, shifted his flag from the 
Reina Christina to the Isla de Cuba, a much smaller steel-pro- 
tected cruiser, just before the Christina sunk. The blowing up of 
the Don Juan de Austria was attended by a great loss of life 
among the crew, her commander also being killed. 

Commodore Dewey's squadron, leaving Subig Bay, a few 
miles from Manila, about 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon, proceed- 
ed toward Manila. Under the cover of darkness he entered the 
‘harbor of Manila, the batteries located there announcing his 
arrival. 

Both fleets lined up for battle about daybreak—about Hy 
o’clock in the morning. The guns of the American warships began 
firing on the fortress of Cavite and the arsenal of Manila. 

Under the protection of the guns of these fortifications the 
Spanish warships.opened fire on the American fleet. For several 
hours the harbor resounded with the roar of guns, the crashing of 
sfeel and timbers, the shrieks and groans of the wounded, the 
thick clouds of smoke at times almost obscuring the opposing

LONDON, May 2.—The details of the battle of Manila have been re- 
ceived by the British Colonial Office. They came intwo cable messages, 
received yesterday evening, the substance of which has been furnished to 
the Associated Press by the offcials of the Colonial Office to-day. 

The first cable dispatch announces that the fleet entered Manila 
harbor at daybreak yesterday, stationing itself opposite the city. 

A fort opened fire on the American ships, whereupon they shifted 
their position to one near Cavite, in Manila Bay, engaging in a fierce fight 
against both the forts and the Spanish fleet. 

The engagement here lasted two.hours and resulted in the annihila- 


tion of the Spanish fleet. 
One American vessel, the name of which is not mentioned, is said to 


have been disabled. 


MADRID, May 2. 

It is now admitted on all sides that the Spanish fleet at Manila has 
been completely destroyed. 

Admiral Montejo cables that he has been defeated and his ships de- 
molished. His flagship, the steel cruiser ReinaChristina, and the armored 
cruiser Castila were burned and the cruiser Don Juan de Austria blown up. 
It is reported that Admiral Montejo blew up the remnant of his fleet to 
prevent their capture by Dewey.

ON BOARD THE FLAGSHIP NEW YORK, OFF HAVANA, May 1, 4 p. 
m. (via Key. West, Fla., May 2).—The blockade of Havana continues. The United

CHILD BURNED 10 A CRISP. 


Terrible Death of Little Joseph Land- 
wehr, Aged Two Years.

Within a Few Hours After the 
Great Battle the Post-Dispatch 
Was Distributing the News 
to Americans.

St. Louls saw the triumph of journalism 
Sunday night in the extras issued by th 
Post-Dispatch, which told the story of Com- 


modore Dewey's brilliant victory before Ma-’ 


niia. 

St. Loulsans knew before they retired for 
the night that Dewey had met the enemy 
and had administered to them a crushing 
defeat. 

The account of the battle, though it came 
from Spanish sources, was indicative of the 
complete success of American arms, 

Thousands of persons all over St. Louis, 
and even in the suburbs, learned first 
through the Post-Dispatch that the glory 
of the flax had been brightened by the 
greatest naval victory of mo@érn times. 

The news presented to them 12 hours later 
by the morning papers thus became stale 
and flat. 

Dewey ccmpleted his victory Sunday 
afternoon, and Sunday night the task fell 
to the Post-Dispatch alone of presenting to 
St. Louisans the news of the battle. 

It Was a remarkable feat of journalism. 
The battle off Manila constituted the great- 
est news item since the war began; for that 
matter since the civil war, It had been anx- 
jously expected by all Americans for days. 
It meant much in the progress of events. 
It meant Jife or death to Dewey and his 
brave men of the Asiatic Squadron. 

At 7:38 p. m. Sunday the Post-Dispatch 
told St. Louis that the great fight was on. 
In this first extra was contained the in- 
formation from Spanish sources and, there- 
fore, colored to favor Spain, that Dewey's 
fleet had appeared in the Bay of Manilla 
and that serious ffighting had occurred, 
the American squadron engaging the forts 
and vessels under Admiral Montejo. This 
was the first news, and it was encouraging, 
notwithstanding the pro-Spanish color of the 
dispatches, 

At 10:3 the second Post-Dispatch extra 
appeared, and it removed all suspense. It 
contained substantially the same informa- 
tion as appeared in the morning papers 
Monday. It made Dewey's triumph a cer- 
tainty. It contained an admission from 
Spanish authorities that victory perched on 
American banners. 

So full was the information in this second 
extra that the names of the Spanish ships 
burned and sunk were given. A dispatch 
from IAsbon told of the complete rout of 
the Spaniards. Another from Madrid told 
of the second engagement, precipitated 
when Commodore Dewey landed his 
wounded. 

So far as facts are concerned this second 
extra presented al] that came through the 
morning papers Monday. St. Louisans: had 
the comforting assurance before they slept 
that Dewey's fleet had won a glorious vic- 
tory and that there was no more cause for 
apprehension on his iaccount. 

he night was a nasty one, but shrieking 
newsboys paid no heed to the rain, as they 
sped through the streets calling people out 
of their hvuuses by their cries of victory. 
In every direction they went, scattering the 
giad tidings. The most conservative could 
not withstand the temptation to possess 
extras. 

It was a victory in newspaper making like

HER MIND HAD BEEN AFFECTED 
SLIGHTLY BY THE GREAT

SUNDAY'S HIGH WIND 
HAD UNNERVED HER. 


With Cunning She Eluded the Vigi- 
lance of Relatives and Died in 
Terrible Agony From the 
Poisonous Drug. 


Mrs. Roste Keener, 23 years old, living with 
her husband at 3013 Minnesota avenue, took 
carbolic acid and died Monday morning, dur- 
ing a fit of insanity caused by Sunday’s 
Storm, 

Mrs. Keener had been in ill health since 
the great tornado of May, 189, her nervous 
system having been wrecked by the fright 
she received at that time, 

The storm Sunday afternoon completed 
the ruin of her mind. Her real condition 
was not known to her husband, Martin 
Keener, however, and he went to his work 
at Jefferson Barracks, Monday morning, 
leaving her in the care of his sister-in- 
law, Mrs. William Lang, of 233 Wyoming 
street, and his sister, Miss Annie Keengy, 
of 3001 Minnesota avenue, 

Mrs. Keener, with the cunning of in- 
sanity, eluded the watchfulness of these 
women and swallowed a big dose of car- 
bolic acid. She took the poison at 9 
o'elock. 

She then told her sister and sister-in- 
law what she had done and calmly di- 
rected them to notify her husband, so that 
he could see her before she died. 

One of them rushed to the office of Dr. 
Felix Garcia, near by. He responded at once 
and used the stomach pump, but without 

Keener died at 9:30 o'clock.

Yesterday’s storm wrought thousands of 
dollars worth of damage in St. Louis, which 
is being estimated Monday at various sums 
from $2,000 up. : 

- Was no loss of life and but two 
persons were reported injured to the police. 

Matthew McDonald, a laborer living at 
the Broadway House, was struck on the 
leg by ‘a flying piece of timber in front of 
the Hargadine-McKittrick building going 
up on Washington avenue, near renth 
Street, McDonald's leg was broken above 
the knee, and he was sent to the City Hos- 
pital. 

Private Harry Niemeyer of Battery A, 
was slightiy injured by a falling sign, while 
on his way to the battery camp. Niemeyer 
bears the distinctioh of being the first St. 
Louis soldier to be hurt while on duty, 
since the Spanish war begaa@. 

While in the aggregate the blow was a 
costly one, most of the individual losses 
were small. The greatest loss reported by 
one person was $4000, 

Probably the severest work of the storm 
was the effect it had on the minds of most 
of the people. 

The blow began about 3 o'clock, and with- 
in a few minutes thereafter it was raging 
in a manner strongly remindful of the pre- 
lude to the destructive tornado of May 27, 
two years ago. 

A remarkable feature of the atmospher- 
ical disturbance was the great drop in tem- 
perature preceding it, 

At 2 o’clock it was hot and sultry. The 
thermometer registered 83 degrees, The mer- 
cury then turned and went down with great 
rapidity, reaching 59 degrees when the storm 
began, at 3 o’clock. It ranged from that 
point fo 63 degrees during the rest of tne 
gay. 

Whilé no panic occtirred where people 
were gathéred, the excitement at many 
places of amusement and recreation bor- 
dered on the dangers of human stampedes, 
There were at least 25,000 persons in Forest 
Park, on pleasure bent, when the skys 
darkened and the wind began to whistle. 
four-fifths of the people were soaked by 
the rain. 

The funeral cortege following the remains 
of Aaron H. Rider, 4528 McMillan avenue, 
to Mount Zion Cemetery, was disrupted by 
the storm while in Euclid avenue just south 
of Lindell boulevard. There were 45 car- 
riages in the procession, 40 of which turned 
back, through fear of either driver or oc-

LIEUT. HARDEMAN RETURNS

Missouri’s volunteer campground {fs still 
unselected. 


Lieut. Hardman came down from Jeffer- 
s0n City Monday morning without a word 
of comfort for the impatient ones who have 
been waiting these many days for a settle- 
ment of the vexed question of a location 
for the camp. 

Adjutant-General M. F. Bell will come to 
St. Louis Tuesday and by that time the de- 
cision may have been reached. 

Much depends upon the action of the War 
Department. Gen, Bell has telegraphed 
Secretary Alger that he does not think it 
advisable to use Jefferson Barracks as a 
campground. There are two reasons for 
this. One is that the Barracks afe being 
used as a mule de pot and (sen, Bell re- 
volts at the idea of mixing up mules and 
Missour! soldiers. Another and more im- 
portant reason is that Jefferson Barracks 
is so far from the city that the cost of 
transportation of smfipplies and equipment 
would be great. It is true the Government 
would pay these expenses, but Gen. Be.) 
does not feel justified in deciding the ques. 
tion until the War Department has had an 
opportunity of saying whether it is willing 
to assume this expense. 

Gen. Bell laid these facts before the de- 
partment and expects an arswer before he 
comes to St. Louis. If he receives the an- 
swer, he will be prepared to act at once. If 
the department prefers Jefferson Barracks, 
the camp will go there. If the Department 
leaves the matter entirely in the hands of 
the State authorities, the camp will go 
somewhere else. 

The location of the somewhere else Lieut. 
Hardeman is not willing to divulge, without 
authority from Gen. Bell. It is easy to see 
have agreed upon a location, in the event 
they are not ordered to Jefferson Barracks 
by the - War Department. But he will not 
give out the select'on and diplomatically 
denies knowledge of Ir. 

Lieut. Hardeman said !{t was no trouble 
for him to decide which location he pre- 
ferred, but that his preferences must not 
be taken as indicating the final action of 
the State authorities. 

“T think by far the best location for the 
camp is the tract offered by Anderson & 
Wade,” he said. It is 300 acres tn extent, 
high and dry, and there is nothing on It 
that can be damaged by the encampment. 
City water cannot be had, it is true, but 
there is a magnificent spring on the tract, 
whose capacity is abundant for the troops. 
It is easy of access, and our supplies can be 
teamed there without expense.’”’ 

The tract mentioned lies about a mile 
south of Tower Grove Park. 

The idea of using Forest Park has been 
abandoned. Lieut. Hardman was much in 
favor of it, Saturday, but upon setond 
thought and after consultation .with Gen. 
Bell, he says he concluded it would not do 
at all. 

In the first mpg although the Mayor 
patriotically told Lieut. Hardman that he 
could have the whole of Forest Park if he 
wanted it, to do with it as he pleased. 
Park Commissioner Ridgely in making out 
the permit for its use, specified that the 
ground was to be left in as good condi- 
tion as found. 

“This would be impossible.” said Tieut. 
Hardman, “But even if that provision had 
not been made, I don’t believe we should 
use the park if we can find any other 
place. Five thgusand soldiers camping on 
the well-cared-for turf. would ruin it. 
Everywhere a tent stood the grass would 
die, and it would be trampled bare al! 
over the camp. Forest Park is a thing of 
beauty, and has cost much money. There-- 
fore, if another location can be found. I 
don’t believe in spoiling the park. We ap- 
preciate the kindness of the Mayor in of- 
fering it to us. but we shouldn't impose 
on his generosity, if we can help it.” 

Lieut. Hardeman has authority from the 
State to purchase 200 tents, to supplement 
those already in the possession of the vart- 
ous troops. With these there will be enough 
tents to house all the Missouri troops. The 
Lieutenant has also authority to request 
bids for furnishing supplies to the troops 
while they are in camp here. He wag en- 
gaged in this work Monday. He is confident 
the troops will get into camp by the end 
of the week, as he expects the whole mat- 
ter will be settled when Gen. Bell comes to 
St. Louis Tuesday.

In the harbor of Manila yesterday Commodore Dewey took 
terrible vengeance on the Spaniards for the destruction of the 
Maine, and added glorious laurels to the honors of the Ameri- 

Navy. 

Late advices indicate the utter defeat, probably the annihila- 
tion, of the Spanish squadron. The vessels not destroyed by 
the guns of the American ships appear to have been- sunk by 
the Spanish Admiral to prevent their falling into the hands 
of the enemy. 

On account of Spanish control of the cable, news with re- 
gurd to the details of the battle and the condition of the 
American squadron is unsatisfactory, but indicates that its 
effectiveness was not seriously impaired. The harbor is effec- 
tively blockaded and there is good reason to expect the reduc- 
tion of the forts and the early capitulation of Manila. 

Commodore Dewey's achievement does not stop with the 
gaining of honors. It is probable that his splendid victory 
whl have a decisive effect on the war. It renders Spain help- 
less in the Pacific and places her Pacific possessions prac- 
tically in the hands of the United States. She is confronted 
with the alternative of yielding to American demands in Cuba 
or forfeiting everything she possesses in the Pacific. 

But if Spain's course is dictated by the folly which has 
ruled her councils, Dewey's victory will serve as the introduc-

@usly in the Atlantic. Cuba is now at our mercy and there

The President has changed his mind. First he proposed to 
land food under cover of the guns of battleships and feed 
the reconcentrados. Then he decided to send a strong force 
along, not only to prevent the supplies falling into the hands 
of the Spaniards, but to carry on warlike operations against 
the enemy. Now he returns to his souphouse policy and do- 
nothing strategy. 

The unpleasant feature in this business {is the woeful lack 
of firmness in the White House. Administration organs tell 
us that the President is “very much impressed” with this 
argiiment and gives out orders accordingly. Then he is very 
riuch impregsed with another argument and reverses him- 
self. He is influenced by every one who talks with him. He 
seems to be a very impressionable man. 

Americans want to see the war ended as quickly as possible. 
Whether this can be effected by an invasion in force at the 
present time is a question for the Strategists and officials in 
responsible positions to determine, but the President’s con- 
fessed indecision is not reassuring. The country is in a bad 
way if its chief magistrate and commander-in-chief of the 
army and navy cannot stick to one resolution for two hours 
together. é, 
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If an Assemblyman has the right, as Assemblyman Will- 
more declares, to accept presents, he should at least wait 
until the holidays to receive them when they are given him 
in recognition of his vote for the scheme of a private cor- 
poration and against the interests of the city. 
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The advancement that has been made in surgery will great- 
ly mnitigate the horrors of war, as shown in the Sunday Post-

There was not a single owner 
or trainer at the Montgomery Park track 
to-day who would even concede that Plau- 
dit had the ghost of a chance to. defeat 
Se horr’s great 38-year-old next Wednesday. 

“Go and dig up an Indian. Beg, berrow 
and steal if you must,”’ said Bill McGuigan, 
“but put money on Lieber Karl. It is a 
surety he will win and win easy. 

MoGuigan’ S opinion, as regards ue cinch 
nature of Lieber Karl’s bid for the Blue 
Ribbon of the Louisville meeting was re- 
flected by every horseman at the track 
and ‘by every turfman at. the. railroad 
depots to-night. 

Lieber Karl's performance means far more 
than the mere figures—1:56 for the nine 
furlongs and 2:08 4-5 for the mile and a 
quarter—imply. He absolutely ran away 
with Burns at the start, made the running 
three lengths in advance of his field and 
finished fighting for his head and with his 
mouth wide open, with Burns hanging on 
the lines It was a mere exercise gallon. 

Lieber Karl’s three stake victories here 
entail the full penalties to be incurred ‘for 
the St. Louis derby, for which event. his 
weight will be 127 pounds. This is a crush- 
er, when_the conditions and distance of the 
race are considered. Bannockburn = and 
Plaudit are both entitled, at present, to get 
in at 102 pounds each. As far as the result 
of the Kentucky derby is concerned, it ts 
not at all likely Plaudit will incita penalty 
by winning, while Bannockburn will. of 
course, be an absentee. 

The Oxrkley and Latonia derbies will likely 
cause a change in the St. Louie derby 
weizht situation. Should either Plaudit or 
Bannockburn win one of the two Cincin- 
nati classics, the one so doing would have 
to carry his weight, 122 pounds. and thus 
Lieber Karl would be only hampered with 
the five-pound penalty already incurred.

The danger of his getting lost caused his 
old wife and daughter to watch him 
closely. Friday morning their vigilance 
was suspended a few minutes and Mr. 
O’Flaherty seized the opportunity to take 
a walk. The old people live in the rear at 
the number given, with Mrs. Hickey and 
her husband. The old man found his way 
through the hallway to the street, and 
when Mrs. Hickey rushed out in search of 
him he had-disappeared. Search was made 
in the neighborhood Friday, in the hope 
that he might still be near home. But it 
was fruitless. Saturday the police were 
notified, without effect. 

The description of the missing man fur- 
nished by the family is as follows: Seventy 
years old; gray beard, knitted jacket, blue 
cap, cheviot shirt; height about 65 feet nine 
inches. 

A neighbor said the old\ man did not run 
away intentionaliy, but only walked away, 
thinking to return. 

e does not seem to be conscious of his 
infirmity,’’ said she, “and thinks always 
that he can find his way back again.

MANY PINNED UNDER 
WRECKED BUILDINGS. 
FIRE ADDS TO THE HORROR, FOL- 
LOWING THE WORK OF 
THE STORM. 


SEVERAL MISSING, LOSS 
OF LIFE MAY BE HEAVY. 


Tornado Sweeps Over the Surrounding 
Country, Prostrating Telegraph 
Wires, and the Fatalities May 
Be More Than Now Known. 


PERRY, O. T., May 2.—At 11 o’clock last 
night, Duncan, I. T., a town of 1500 per- 
sons, just over the Oklahoma line, and lo- 
cated on the Rork Island Railroad, was 
gtruck by a terrible windstorm, which 
nearly wiped the whole town out of exis- 
tence. The news was brought here this 
evening by a gentieman who was in Dun- 
can at the time, and he says that every 
house in the town was either blown down 
or badly wrecked. Oniy one death is re- 
ported, and that was a little child of Her- 
man Jones, which was killed outright, and 
20 or more people are hurt. 

Several persons are missing, and it is 
thought they are buried in the debris. John 
Manning and wife were hit by a flying tim- 
ber and both, it is reported, will die. 

Large brick and stone buildings? were 
dashed to the ground and stacks of general 
merchandise scattered for many miles. 
More horror was added to the destruction 
when the heaps of wooden buildings took 
fire. Many persons were pinned under the 
heaps, and their cries for help were heart- 
rending. 

Word was sent to neighboring towns for 
assistance to rescue the people, and all day 
yesterday and to-day people have been res- 
cuing those under the buiidings. The tele- 
graph wires are flat, and communication 
with Duncan is hard to get. The informant 
Bays several people are known to be ab- 
tent. and it is thought they will be found 
under heaps of brick and stone. 

The approach of the funnel-shaped cloud 
Was made known by the ringing of bells 
and pistol shots, and hundreds of people 
escaped to caves and other places of safety. 
Had it not been for this many more would 
have met death. 

The first discovery of the approaching dis- 
aster was made by the lonely night watch, 
while patrolling the streets, but the tor- 
nado swooped down upon the little town 
before a general alarm could be given. 

A report comes from Okeyche, on the 
Rock Island atiove Duncan, that several 
people were killed and many buildings de- 
molished, but the rumor has not been coh- 
firmed. 

The cyclone came from the southwest and 
passed direct to the north between Guthrie 

nd Oklahoma ‘City, but nothing ts known 

ere of the extent of damage done beyond 
‘Duncan. 

The storm lasted 10 minutes.

Origin of the North and South 
Street Railway. 


SYSTEM MAPPED OUT 
BY GEORGE CARRERAS. 


ONE RAILROAD PRESIDENT 
sg TO ANOTHER. 


HIS FACTS AND PAPERS 
FINALLY DISAPPEARED. 


He Has Just Returned From Mexico to 
Find That His Carefully Planned 
System Has Developed Into 
Adoption andgNotoriety. 


Since the Central Traction Railroad fran- 
chise bill is to go down in St. Louis history 
as the most colossal grab ever “jJammed”’ 
through the Municipal Assembly, a word as 
to the real author of the echeme will not 
be amiss, though he is not at all connected 
now with “the dream of his life,’’ as he 


terms it. 

Like the originator of many another gl- 
gantic enterprise or valuable invention, he 
lives to see others grow rich on his ideas, 
while he struggles with poverty and is shut 
out from even a nominal share in the emolu- 
ments which the designing schemers hope to 
reap trom the genius of his conception. 

In justice to the author it should be said 


that he does not covet the notoriety which 
attaches to the men who have sand- 
bagged” the city through its pliant legis- 
lators. He never intended that the city 
should be robbed through the plans he spent 
months in developing, nor did he think it 
would be deemed such a precious prize as to 
cause men to barter honor and official in- 
tegrity for it. On the contrary, he regarded 
the product of his engineering skill as a 
benetit to the efty, and hoped at least to 
be given credit for conceiving a@ great plan 
for rapid cross-town transit. 
This man is George ‘Carreras. He lives at 
613 South Fourth street, a cheap lodging 
house. Slender and small of stature, though 
he is 40 years old, his clean-shayen, youth- 
ful face would readily pass him for half of 
that age. Born and reared in St. Louis, 
his acquaintance is extensive and varying 
fortune has brought him in contact with the 
leaders in business and public enterprises. 
From an office boy in a commission house 
he grew to a partnership in a grain firm, 
and became a well Known member on the 
floor of the Merchants’ Exchange before he 
was 3 years old. Reverses in business over- 
took him, but his energies were undaunted 
and he determined to rise again if poss:ble. 
After repeated disappointments he went to 
Edward Martin, who was a director in the 
Citizens’ Street Railroad, and whom he had 
known well on ’Change, and asked him to 
help ‘him get a positédon of some kind. Mr. 
Martin told him he knew of nothing unless 
he would accept a ha as conductor on 
his railroad, and added: 

“You are too bright a fellow to pull a 
bell cord long, and something better will 
soon follow from it.” 

Then Mr. Martin told the young member 
on ’Change to go to Julius WalsaA, »:esident 
of the Citizens’ Railway, -tell him who 
sent him and that he wanted to go to work. 
Mr. Walsh looked at the dapper young man, 
dressed in the height of fasrion, doubrful 
of his frank appeal to be allowed to earn $2 
a day, and told him if he really knew Mr. 
Martin he would bring a letter of introduc- 
tion. This he did, and the next day he was 
put on as a conductor. 

This was in 1887, and he remained with the 
rgad five vears. He left it to enter the em- 
ploy of the Standard Oil Co. in Mexico. 
scing of ‘Mexican descént, and having rel- 
atives living in that country, he had often 
been there, and spoke the Spanish language 
well. He did not remain there long and 
returned to St. Louis. 

The story of how Carreras worked out the 
Plans of a North and South railroad and 
how he appealed to the presidents of the 
various street railways to put his plans into 
execution is an interesting one. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter found him at 
his lodging house, and when aesked to tell 
the story, he said: 

“Since the North and South scheme, or 
the Central Traction franchise, which is the 
same thing, has assumed such notorious 
and odious proportions I would prefer not 
to have my name mentioned in connection 
with it. I never dream that years ago, 
when, after 12 or 14 houPs collecting fares 
and jerking the bell cord on my car over 
the Citizens’ line, I sat down and worked 


for several hours more over what I thought 


would be a boon to St. Louis, out of it 
would grow the worst scandal of bribery 


and corruption that has ever disgraced the 


city. 
“The history that the scheme has made 


need surprise no one, for the man or men 


who will steal the results of honest labor 
will bribe or do anything else to accom- 
The original plans of 
this road were worked out by me and were 
stolen from me, then changed in immate- 
rial points so as to clumsily disguise the 
arceny. 

“Knowing every foot of St. Louis terri- 
tory as I do, I had not been long a con- 
ductor on an east and west line before I 
realized the necessity for a cross-town sys- 
tem. I began to study over the matter. 
with maps of the city before me, and a 
caren recognition of the third paralled 
aw. 

“I knew that such a system would have 
to be authorized by the Municipal Assem- 
bly, but it never once crossed my mind that 
it would take a dollar to get the franchise; 
in fact it never ‘had occurred to me that 
any corporation would spend money for 
such a franchise further than what it had 
to pay the city, and much less had I ever 
thought of a member of our Assembly de- 
manding pay for what I at least intended 
should be a public benefit. 

“When I was in the grain business I be- 
came acquainted with Judge John E. Me- 
Keighan, who was then the attorney of the 
Missour| Ratlroad, and also of the Suburb- 
an. After I had worked out my plans on a 
map, at the suggestion of a friend I took 
them to Judge McKeighan and asked him 
if he thought he could interest either of his 
clients in the project. After studying the 
map he said it was an excellent scheme 
and he made an engagement for me to meet 
PrP. ¢. (Maffitt, president of the Missouri 
tallroad. Mr. Maffitt and I went over the 
Plans and he pronounced it the best and 
most gigantic plan he had ever seen for a 
St. Louis railroad, but said he had his 
hands so full of business he could not un- 
dertake it. 

“Then I went to Charles WH. Turner. 
President of the Suburban. He was so 
much interested in the sch e that after 
considering a few deys he hkd me accom- 
pany him and his engineer, Winthrop 
Bartlett, in a carriage ride over the route, 
driving form Bissell’'s Point to Wyoming 
Street. He told me that as soon as he 
could disentangle Kis road from the finan- 
clal embarrassments it was then tn, he be. 
Neved he could interest Fastern capital tn 
the profect, and wanted to know how 
much interest I would demand tn the en- 
terprise. I told him as I had told Mr. 
Maffitt. and afterwards told al) the other 
railroad men, I was simply seeking ‘to 
make a-position for myself and that it 
was my ambition to be the Superinten-

fool enough to part with such a hold upon 
its streets. Everybody would cry. grab, 
grab. It would take too much money to 
get it through the Assembly, even if the 
money could be had to build such a road.’ 
“Then I went to Edwards Whitaker of 
the Lindell system, and he put me off, as 
Mr. Green had. I abandoned all hope of the 
enterprise for a time and kept on collecting 
fares. One day, months afterwards, I met 
Lawyer Thomas B. Harlan, who had an 
office in the Commercial Building, and told 
him of my project. |He said it was not 
only a big thing, but he was in touch with 
Eastern capital, which he thought he could 
interest in the scheme. 
“TIT had several conferences with him, and 
he finally told me he would like te have 
a map of the proposed lines to lay before 
his capitalist clients. I made two maps. 
I have never seen them since, but I was 
told they were stolen. Anyhow I learned 
that those maps found their way East. 
Mr. Harlan finally informed me he could 
do nothing with so large an undertaking. 
Soon after that I went to Mexico for the 
oil company. 
“The next I heard of the plans I had 
evolved was under the guise of what was 
to become famous as the Sweeney bills. 
They were literally mine, with a few minor 
changes. I know Sweeney casually, but 
never had any dealings with him. I don’t 
believe Sweeney ever nad much money to 
spend and that was why he had such poor 
success. It was a plain gamble with him, 
on an option that he had from Eastern 
capitalists for the delivery of such a fran- 
chise. 
“John H. Blessing, the broker, I have 
known for years and when he began to 
figure in the scheme, a year ago, I am con- 
fident it was only as a broker, but who his 
backers were I do not know. From all I 
can learn and have heard it was the Widen- 
er-Yerkes-Elkins syndicate that wanted the 
franchise to. carry out a scheme for the 
consolidation of all St. Louis railroads. Il 
never knew Snyder. These men have scru- 
pulously avoided me. 
‘‘What I know and have reason to believe 
as to how the Central Traction bill was put 
through the Assembly, I do not propose to 
tell for publication just yet, as lI rage 
course if I am summoned before the grand 
— I will tell what I know and then it can 
made public if they see fit.’’
